b. Referred to the flap which occurred on 27 January 
respecting the anonymous report to the FBI that atomic 
bombs had been planted in the railroad stations in Washington, 
Philadelphia, New York and the Empire State Building, to 
explode at 12 midnight on that date, and noted that this 
"piece of intelligence" had been received in CIA by Staff C 
at 1:30 P.M. but had not been brought to his attention 
until he received a call from Gen. Cutler at about 3:30. 

The Director said that obviously this matter had been poorly 
handled and directed that action be taken to establish 
procedures which would correct this situation in future 
cases. Mr, Helms remarked he first learned of this late 
yesterday afternoon and was taking steps to prevent a 
recurrence and insure that all components of CIA, including 
Liaison, The Watch Officer, The CIA Representative on the 
Watch Committee, and the Director*s Office be immediately 
notified of any future reports of this nature.
